ELEPHANT  SYMBOL  TETRADRACHMS  and  DRACHMS 
This  is  a small  write-up  about  the  next  three  lots  - The  Tetradrachms  are 
quite  scarce  and  the  Drachma  of  this  issue  is  very  rare. 

It  was  long  believed  that  the  Athenian  “New  Style"  silver  issue  signed 
Antiochus  and  bearing  the  Seleucid  elephants  as  its  symbol  must  date  from 
the  year  176  BC,  when  the  future  Antiochus  IV  was  released  from  Rome  in 
exchange  for  a younger  hostage.  Antiochus  planned  a leisurely  return  to  Syria 
and  stopped  off  in  Athens  to  enjoy  the  cultural  ambience  and  the  flattering 
attentions  paid  him  as  brother  of  the  Syrian  king.  News  of  his  brother's 
assassination  suddenly  propelled  him  homeward,  but  not,  according  to  the 
theory,  before  he  was  enrolled  as  an  honorary  mint  magistrate  at  Athens. 

Margaret  Thompson's  magisterial  study  of  the  “New  Style"  coinage  yielded 
a date  of  163/2  for  this  issue,  on  which  still  allowed  for  interpretation  of  the 
types  as  a tribute  to  the  just-deceased  Antiochus  IV.  However  Moorkholm's 
revised  dating  of  the  “New  Style"  coinage  has  won  general  acceptance.  It 
places  the  issue  of  Antiochus  with  the  elephant  symbol  in  131/0  BC.  This  was 
the  year  in  which  another  Seleucid  king,  Antiochus  VII,  set  forth  on  an  ill-fated 
eastern  campaign,  in  a quest  to  recover  lost  territories  from  the  Parthians.  The 
use  of  the  Seleucid  elephant  as  a symbol  was  thus  particularly  relevant  to 
current  events.  More  generally,  it  drew  attention  to  the  close  cultural  ties 
between  Athens  and  the  Seleucid  dynasty,  and  thus  enhanced  the  prestige  of 
a magistrate  who  bore  the  characteristic  name  of  the  Syrian  royal  house.

The  extremely  rare  silver  staters  of  Lesbos  include  four  obverse  types-a 
roaring  lion’s  head  right,  a facing  lion's  head  (the  present  type),  a gorgoneion, 
and  confronted  calves’  heads.  All  share  a thick  fabric  and  characteristic  small 
square  incuse.  The  consistency  of  incuse  and  fabric  points  to  a series  struck 
over  a short  period  ot  time.  The  weights  are  erratic,  ranging  from  15.74  grams 
to  10.46  grams  or  even  less.  It  looks  as  though  each  issue  of  the  series  was 
struck  on  a different,  and  declining,  weight  standard:  15.74  grams  for  the 
profile  lion’s  head,  14.85-14.00  grams  for  the  facing  lion's  head,  c.  14-13 
grams  for  the  gorgoneion  issue,  and  13.70  to  ca.  10  grams  for  the  calves' 
heads  issue.  The  silver  alloy  seems  to  have  suffered  similar  rapid 
debasement.  All  these  factors  suggest  that  the  Lesbian  silver  staters  were 
produced  at  a time  of  crisis,  presumably  the  revolt  of  the  Ionian  cities  against 
Persia,  499-494  BC. 

This  dating  is  supported  by  the  absence  of  Lesbian  silver  from  early  archaic 
hoards;  the  Asyut  hoard,  buried  about  475  BC,  contains  the  first  example,  a 
fresh  fraction  belonging  to  the  confronted  calves'  head  series  (Asyut  614). 
Price  and  Waggoner  postulated  an  interruption  of  coinage  in  the  difficult  period 
after  the  failure  of  the  revolt  and  suggested  that  the  most  debased  silver  of  the 
calves'  heads  variety  could  represent  “a  feeble  burst  of  coinage”  upon 
liberation  from  the  Persian  yoke.

Although  this  particular  variety  appears  unpublished,  there  is  evidence  that 
the  Mytilene  mint  made  an  effort  to  coordinate  the  types  of  its  coinage  in 
electrum  and  silver.  The  familiar  confronted  boars'  heads  of  so  many  Lesbian 
silver  fractions  occur  on  the  electrum  issue  of  Phocaea,  Mytilene’s  partner  in 
coinage,  for  the  year  488  BC  (Bodenstedt  45).  The  gorgoneion  of  Lesbian 
billon  staters  struck  during  the  Ionian  Revolt  (Traitb  I 551-552)  reappears  on 
Mytilene's  electrum  coinage  for  485  BC  (Bodenstedt  19).  A distinctive  facing 
head  inspired  by  a statue  type  can  be  found  both  on  the  Lesbian  electrum 
issues  for  444  and  443  BC  (Bodenstedt  44-45)  and  on  a rare  silver  fraction 
(Hirsch  XIII,  Rhousopoulos  3607). 

It  thus  seems  likely  that  the  profile  lion’s  head  of  this  silver  fraction 
intentionally  mirrors  the  lion's  head  of  the  electrum,  which  was  employed 
throughout  the  Ionian  Revolt  on  issues  dated  to  the  years  499,  497,  and  495 


BC  (Bodenstedt  12-14).  The  type  was  revived  in  475  and  473  BC  (Bodenstedt 
24-25);  however  it  seems  more  likely  that  the  proper  context  (or  our  silver 
pieces  is  the  Ionian  Revolt.  This  lion's  head  is  stylistically  distinct  from  the 
animal  which  appears  on  the  earliest  billon  staters  of  the  revolt,  and  indeed  it 
cannot  be  associated  with  any  of  the  stater  issues.  Because  the  weight 
standard  for  the  billon  was  in  constant  flux  during  this  period,  it  is  impossible  to 
be  certain  about  the  denomination  of  this  small  piece.  The  example  of  the  lot 
above  suggests  that  the  stater  was  divided  into  eighths,  and  the  present  coin 
would  represent  an  eighth  of  a stater  weighing  11.84  grams,  a theoretical 
weight  consistent  with  the  weights  of  confronted  calves'  head  staters  falling 
near  the  very  end  of  the  revolt.

Although  the  weight  standard  is  characteristic  of  the  Thraco-Macedonian 
region,  style,  fabric,  and  findspot  all  point  to  an  origin  in  Asia  Minor,  probably 
Lydia  or  Ionia.  The  weight  of  9.95  grams  is  equivalent  to  1 /50th  of  the  light 
Babylonian  mina,  while  the  weight  adopted  by  Croesus  for  his  silver  staters 
was  equivalent  to  1 /45th  of  the  light  Babylonian  mina.  Apparently  we  are 
dealing  with  an  experimental  coinage  which  failed  to  establish  itself.  It  was 
clearly  intended  to  circulate  alongside  the  Croesid  coinage  and  to  provide 
greater  flexibility  in  exchange  - perhaps  specifically  to  facilitate  exchange  with 
one  or  another  of  the  electrum  coinages  which  were  still  being  struck  on 
various  weight  standards  down  to  the  turn  of  the  fifth  century  BC. 

The  distinctive  style  of  the  incuse  recalls  a short  series  of  electrum  staters 
probably  struck  in  the  same  general  region  of  Asia  Minor  around  500  BC.

Artistically,  these  electrum  staters  seem  much  more  sophisticated  and 
polished  than  the  uncertain  silver  stater  under  discussion,  and  I would  be 
hesitant  to  attribute  them  to  the  same  mint.

DODECADRACHM  OF  BERENICE  II  OF  EGYPT 


Berenice  II  of  Egypt  was  a highly  romantic  figure.  Her  father  Magas,  the 
stepson  of  Ptolemy  I,  had  been  appointed  to  pacify  the  fractious  province  of 
the  Cyrenaica  but  had  eventually  evolved  it  into  an  independant  principality. 
Upon  his  death,  around  250  BC,  Berenice  inherited  his  kingdom.  Although  she 
had  been  betrothed  in  infancy  to  the  future  Ptolemy  III,  her  mother  now  forced 
her  into  a marriage  with  a Macedonian  princeling,  Demetrius  the  Fair.  The 
queen-mother  took  Demetrius  as  her  lover,  but  the  spirited  young  queen  had 
him  assassinated  in  her  mother's  bed  chamber,  thus  clearing  the  way  for  her 
marriage  to  Ptolemy  and  for  the  reunion  of  the  Cyrenaica  with  Egypt. 

As  Queen  of  Egypt,  Berenice  II  was  the  subject  of  a truly  spectacular 
coinage.  She  was  honored  on  a series  of  gold  octodrachms,  silver 
decadrachms,  and  silver  tetradrachms  paralleling  those  in  the  name  of  her 
predecessor  Arsinoe  Philadelphos.  But  utterly  without  precedent  is  a series  of 
graded  denominations  in  gold  and  silver  - gold  decadrachms,  pentadrachms, 
two  and  a half  drachm  pieces,  drachms,  hemidrachms,  and  quarter  drachms, 
and  silver  dodecadrachms,  pentadrachms,  and  two  and  a half  drachm  pieces  - 
all  struck  on  the  Attic  weight  standard.  The  general  aspect  of  this  coinage  is 
medallic,  and  the  large  range  of  denominations  certainly  suggests  that  these 
were  presentation  pieces,  distributed  to  recipients  of  varying  rank.  But  the  use 
of  the  Attic  weight  standard  is  perplexing.  Ptolemy  I had  deliberately 
abandoned  this  standard  before  310  BC  in  order  to  create  a closed  economy 
withinEgypt.  Why  was  it  now  revived,  after  a lapse  of  more  than  half  a 
century?  The  best  solution  to  the  puzzle  may  be  to  attribute  this  exceptional 
coinage  to  Cyrene,  where  the  Attic  standard  had  in  fact  survived  under  Magas. 
Attribution  to  a provincial  mint  would  also  go  far  to  explain  the  obvious 
contrasts  in  style  and  fabric  between  the  Attic  weight  coinage  and  the  regular 
series  attributable  to  Alexandria.  An  obvious  occasion  for  a showy  medallic 
issue,  or  series  of  issues,  would  be  Berenice’s  accession  as  Queen  of  Egypt 
and  the  resulting  reunion  of  the  two  kingdoms.  However  many  of  these 
medallions  share  their  control  marks  with  bronze  issues  which  Price  has  dated 
to  the  latter  years  of  the  reign,  after  230  BC.  If  Berenice’s  medallic  coinage  is 
contemporary  with  these  bronzes,  it  probably  commemorates  the  twentieth 
anniversary  of  these  happy  events. 

The  dodecadrachm  of  Berenice  II  is  the  largest  silver  denomination  ever 
struck  in  the  Greek  world.  Only  one  specimen  was  recorded  by  Svoronos,  and 
in  an  extremely  poor  state  of  preservation.  Twenty-one  examples  are  now 
known,  but  the  dodecadrachm  of  Berenice  remains  one  of  the  rarest,  most 
beautiful,  and  historically  significant  of  all  Greek  coins.
